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Pressure on the council to 
reject Harbour Road flats 


DISTRICT Council planning bosses will have 
to sift through more than 50 written objections 
from Seaton residents before reaching a deci¬ 
sion on the future of the Harbour Road regener¬ 
ation site in the new year. 

Public outrage at the proposals - to build more than 40 
retirement flats at the site - hit new heights in the run-up 
to Christmas, with a flurry of objections sent to the plan¬ 
ning authority, East Devon District Council. 

Not a single member of the public wrote to the council 
in support of the plans, while almost 60 others have ex¬ 
pressed their strong objections to McCarthy & Stone’s 
controversial application. 

EDDC’s development management committee is ex¬ 
pected to deliver its verdict early in the new year, though 
a date has not yet been fixed. 
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But a grounds well of public opinion is now firmly be¬ 
hind calls for the application to be thrown out, with wide¬ 
spread agreement that the loss of holiday accommodation 
will further limit tourism opportunities in Seaton and 
cause lasting damage to the town’s economy. 


Town councillors have already urged planning bosses 
to “take whatever action is necessary” in order to encour¬ 
age hotel providers to renew their interest in building on 
the Harbour Road regeneration site. 

In its formal response to the plans, submitted during 
the recent consultation, the town council warned that the 
proposals go against “numerous policies and strategies” 
designed to ensure development is appropriate. 

Not only would extra retirement flats stifle job oppor¬ 
tunities, they would “prevent the town’s regeneration 
projects achieving their 
full potential”, the council 
said. 

EDDC had previously 
granted planning permis¬ 
sion for a 100-bedroom 
hotel on the site but the 
plans were later scrapped, 
opening the door for Mc¬ 
Carthy & Stone to propose 
a total of 42 retirement 
apartments on the site in¬ 
stead. 

Pressure group Positive 
Development For Every¬ 
one in Seaton, formed to 
campaign for the site to be 
kept for hotel or holiday 
accommodation, has 
amassed almost 1,000 sig¬ 
natures in support of its ap¬ 
peal. 

It says a small hotel 
could create between 20 


and 50 jobs, with other local businesses benefiting indi¬ 
rectly. A spokesperson told Pulman’s View that holiday 
accommodation would “enhance the town’s role as a vis¬ 
itor destination” and make Seaton “the region’s premier 
resort for green tourism”. 

Planning bosses at EDDC will reach a decision on the 
application in the new year.

Threat to small shops 
condemned by mayor 


AXMINSTER Mayor Jeremy Walden is appalled 
that a potential threat to the viability of the town 
centre has won was approval from the district 
council under delegated powers. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) has ap¬ 
proved an application for a Timpson kiosk in the 
Tesco car park to provide shoe repairs, dry clean¬ 
ing, key cutting, jewellery repairs, watch repairs, 
engraving et cetera. 

The application was not heard by EDDC’s Devel¬ 
opment Management Committee, but decidedby 
officers under delegated powers. 

Terry Barker, owner of Shoe Mate in Axmin- 
ster, is likely to be worst hit by the approval. 

Mr Barker, who has traded in the town centre 
for more than 15 years, said: “The government 
and councils keep saying they want to keep small 
businesses, but this is not helping me as a small 
business.” 

Axminster Town Council opposed the applica¬ 
tion, saying it contravenes conditions in the orig¬ 
inal approval relating to protection of the viability 
of existing town centre businesses. 

A condition of the original planning application 
refers to the net retail area of the food store, say¬ 
ing it should primarily be used for “the purposes 
of the sale of retail food and convenience goods 
and shall not, except for 10 per cent of the net re¬ 
tail area, be used for the sale of comparison 
goods or for any other retail purpose”. There is no 
mention of the car park, but a condition was im¬ 
plemented to “control the development in the in¬ 
terests of protecting the viability of the town 
centre”. 

The EDDC officer’s report, however, said it was 
thought that the kiosk, on account of its limited 
scale, would have “no harmful impact” upon ei¬ 
ther the vitality or viability of the town centre.”

Huge demand for 
festival to return 


HONITON is set to welcome thousands of visitors 
to another sausage and cider festival in May, fol¬ 
lowing huge demand for organisers to stage the 
event for a second year. 

Last year’s festival, billed as “the biggest com¬ 
munity event Honiton has ever seen”, was widely 
regarded as a huge success, with a sell-out crowd 
flocking to the Old Showground for a taste of the 
action. 

Around 5,000 festival-goers came through the 
gates to see Westcountry legends The Wurzels 
and a host of other musical acts perform. 

And now, after a surge in ticket requests, the 
Honiton Foundation is pressing ahead with plans 
to put on a spectacular second festival in the new 
year. 

“We are really excited at the prospect of putting 
together this second festival for the people of 
Honiton”, said organiser Daniel Lavery.

SIDMOUTH

West Walk cafe could return 


AN EMPTY cafe building on Seaton’s West Walk 
could be let on a 25-year contract to a tenant will¬ 
ing to undertake a refit. 

East Devon District Council’s (EDDC) Chine 
Cafe has been empty since the previous lease ex¬ 
pired. 

Council officers are keen to find a tenant but ac¬ 
knowledges that the current layout is ‘poor’ and 
that a refurbishment is needed. 

A report prepared for EDDC’s Cabinet ex¬ 
plained: “While the prospects for re-letting the 
cafe were being considered, it was noted that as 
well as requiring refurbishment the current layout 
of the premises is poor and does not utilise the 
space in a way to maximise usable floor area. 

“The council could undertake the fit out works 
itself but there is a high possibility that the coun¬ 
cil’s altered layout may not suit all potential ten¬ 
ants of the property.” 


EDDC currently manages West Walk toilets at a 
cost of more than £8,000 a year, but is keen for any 
new tenant to take on the toilets. The report said: 
“While a lease of the premises could require a ten¬ 
ant to take on management of the toilets, the size 
and condition of the toilets would make this an un¬ 
attractive proposition. 

“A solution to this would be to offer the property 
on a longer lease of 25 years with the incoming 
tenant required to undertake the alteration works. 

“This would include providing a toilet facility 
which would be open to the public.” 

EDDC’s Cabinet will meet on Wednesday, Jan¬ 
uary 7th and officers have recommended members 
to support a proposal that “a 25-year plus lease of 
the Chine Cafe and attached public toilets be of¬ 
fered on a tender basis with the tenant required to 
provide toilets which can be used under a commu¬ 
nity toilets scheme as part of the redevelopment”.

Created by the Allied Powers, the Arctic 
Convoys sailed through blinding snow 
storms and darkness under a barrage of at¬ 
tack from German U-boats and fighter

planes to deliver vital supplies to the So¬ 
viet Union in Northern Russia. More than 
3,000 men died during the maritime cam¬ 
paign that Winston Churchill was said to 
have called the “worst journey in the 
world”, and by May 1945, the Arctic route 
had claimed 104 merchant and 16 military 
vessels. 

The Foreign Office initially did not allow 
Russia to honour the veterans as it broke 
their rules which do not allow British sol¬ 
diers to receive a foreign medal if the act 
happened more than five years ago. Fol¬ 
lowing a concerted campaign in 2013, they 
allowed an exception to the rule and Pres¬ 
ident Putin presented the first medals dur¬ 
ing his visit to London on June 16 2013. 



During the ceremony in Exeter, Mr 
Nalobin said to the veterans: “Your per¬ 
sonal bravery is appreciated by not only 
the Russian government, but also by the 
Russian people. We will remember you 
every day of the year. 

“We are pleased there are so many heroic 
veterans here today. It is important to 
salute you for the courage and bravery 
shown 70 years ago. 

“What you have done for us was ex¬ 
tremely important. We know how much 
you risked for that important mission 70 
years ago.” 

The veterans from Putman's Country in¬ 
vited to the ceremony were: Alan Bird 
(Axminster), Raymond Reginald Board 
(Axmouth), Raymond George Clark 
(Honiton), George Langridge (Seaton), 
Harold James Lovering (Ottery St Mary), 
Roy Frederick Thomas Lawrence (Beer), 
Perrin Raymond James Veness (Sid- 
mouth), Frank Edward Scanlon (Seaton), 
Robert Gerald Frederick Stanes (Honiton), 
Robert Gordon Warwick (Honiton) God¬ 
frey Frank Hart (Ottery St Mary) and John 
Hurst (Honiton). 

In a previous interview with Putman's 
View, Mr Bird from Axminster, said: 
“Every day there was an incident. You 
were at action stations all the time. Norway 
was occupied and Germany controlled the 
bases there and we were handy for them to 
target. They had a habit of it.” 

He was very modest about the part he 
played himself, though, and said: “I'm no 
hero or anything. I just happened to be 
there at that time. 

“The people who served in the Merchant 
Navy were the real heroes. If it hadn't been 
for the Merchant Navy there would have 
been no food in this country.”

Council set to press ahead 
with ‘sensible’ relocation 


EAST Devon District Council is set to press ahead 
with revised plans to move its headquarters to 
Honiton and Exmouth, after councillors backed re¬ 
location proposals. 

Detailed plans for the move will be drawn up in 
the new year, following the council’s surprise de¬ 
cision to abandon its controversial SkyPark proj¬ 
ect. 

Councillors signed off the proposals before 
Christmas, despite calls from Independent mem¬ 
bers - and a warning from East Devon MP Hugo 
Swire - to delay the decision until after the local 
and national elections in May. 

Minority party councillors argued that residents 
had been “kept in the dark” about the key facts, 
and warned that it was reckless to commit to the 
“risky” move ahead of the elections. 

But having backed the move regardless, the path 
now looks clear for the council to relocate to twin 
sites in Honiton and Exmouth, after a deal to sell 
its land at Heathpark fell through. 

Staff are likely to move into the new offices in 
2017 - a switch that is expected to cost around £10 
million. 

Council bosses say tax payers’ money will be 
saved in the long term, with the alternative option 
- refurbishment of the current headquarters at 
Knowle in Sidmouth - costed at almost £16 mil¬ 
lion. 

Council leader Paul Diviani said: “Relocation re¬ 
mains a priority and a means to face the future and 
deliver the best for our residents.

“Now that we have the support of full council we 
can work towards removing ourselves from a 
costly, uncertain and increasingly unpractical fu¬ 
ture at Knowle.” 

It was revealed earlier this month that more than 
£700,000 was spent laying the foundations for 
EDDC’s SkyPark relocation, before a deal to sell 
council land at Heathpark - crucial to funding the 
move - collapsed. 

Now the district authority is directing its efforts 
towards a revised plan, to be paid for with capital 
receipts and “prudential borrowing”, which it says 
is the “sensible approach”. 

Cllr Diviani added: “Remaining at Knowle keeps 
us tied to old and inefficient buildings and fails to 
make the best use of this valuable council-owned 
asset. 

“Refurbishment would cost the tax payer £15.9 
million and quite simply, we don’t have that kind 
of money. Relocation is our only option. 

“A majority of councillors agree a combined 
Honiton and Exmouth office base offers a sensible 
approach involving new or modernised offices in 
two locations. A smaller headquarters and an ac¬ 
cessible presence around the district has been the 
council’s aim throughout this process.” 

The move has now been agreed in principle, but 
auditors will examine all the figures before a final 
decision is made.

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Rousing festive performance by Sheldon 
Singers at their Christmas Concert 


HONITON’S Sheldon Singers performed their 
Christmas Concert at The Beehive Centre for the 
first time.
